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1 . TEN MEMBERS OF THE GROUP OF TWELVE RETURNED TO NICARAGUA ON 5 
JULY, LANDING AT LAS MERCEDES INTERNATIONAL AIRPORT AT APPROXIMATELY 
1 :30 PM VIA COPA AIRLINES FROM SAN JOSE. A MODERATE-SIZED CROWD 
ESTIMATED BY POLOFF AT 5,000 - 7,000 WAS ON HAND TO GREET THEM. AL- 
THOUGH OTHER SOURCES ESTIMATED A LARGER CROWD SIZE; (20,000 ACCORD- 
ING TO RADIO MIL), A SIMILAR ESTIMATE OF 5,000 WAS MADE BY EDUARDO 
CHAMORRO, WHO WAS THE ARCHITECT OF THE AIRPORT AND IS POLITICAL 
SECRETARY OF THE CONSERVATIVE PARTY (PCN). 

2. OF THE ELEVEN MEMBERS OF THE ' TWELVE" EXPECTED (FELIPE MANTICA 
HAD EARLIER DISASSOCIATED HIMSELF FROM THE GROUP - REFTEL), ONLY 
TEN ARRIVED. ARTURO CRUZ, FOR AS YET UNKNOWN REASONS, REPORTEDLY IS 
STILL IN THE U.S. THE ARRIVAL OF "THE TWELVE" WAS UNEVENTFUL. THE 
NATIONAL GUARD (GN) KEP A LOW PR FILE AND NO ONE IN THE CROWD DID

ANYTHING TO PROVOKE TROUBLE BEYOND PAINTING PRO FSLN AND SOCIALIST 
PARTY SLOGANS ON THE INTERIOR AND EXTERIOR WALLS OF THE AIRPORT. 

3. AFTER SPEECHES AT THE AIRPORT, THERE WAS A MOTORCADE TO MASAYA. 
ALONG THE WAY, ONLY ONE INCIDENT OCCURRED. THE GN DISLODGED A 
GROUP OF STUDENTS FROM ONE OF THE FEW REPORTEDLY COMMANDEERED BUSES 
WITH TEARGAS AND SHOTS IN THE AIR. FLEEING STUDENTS DID SOME DAMAGE 
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TO AT LEAST ONE NEARBY COMMERCIAL ESTABLISHMENT. 

4. DURING THE ENTIRE DAY, THE ONLY CASUALTY REPORTS WERE OF A MAN 
FAINTING, A BOY HURTING HIMSELF GETTING ON TO A BUS, AND A GN OFFI- 
CER SLIGHTLY INJURED IN MASAYA BY A BOMB THROWN BY STUDENTS. NOVE- 
DADES REPORTS FOUR ARRESTS AS A RESULT OF THE BOMB THROWING INCIDENT 
AND ANOTHER SIX PERSONS FOR OTHER REASONS. 

5. RADIO STATIONS BROADCAST THE ACTIVITIES OF THE RECEPTIION COM- 
MITTEE, THE CAVALCADE, AND SPEECHES THROUGHOUT THE DAY WITHOUT ANY 
APPLICATION OF THE RADIO AND TELEVISION CODE TO SUSPEND THEIR TRANS- 
MISSIONS. 

6. COMMENT: 5 JULY WAS A MODEL OF CIVIC ACTION FOR NICARAGUA. BOTH 
THE DEMONSTRATORS AND THE GN EXERCISED RESTRAINT AND INTELLIGENCE 
IN DEALING WITH THE SITUATION. CNEL. FRANKLYN WHEELOCK, AIRPORT 
ADMINISTRATOR, WHO WAS IN CHARGE OF AIRPORT SECURITY, REPEATEDLY 
TOLD POLOFF OF HIS DESIRE TO AVOID INJURIES. MANY ORGANIZERS OF THE 
DEMONSTRATION, INCLUDING UDEL PRESIDENT RAFAEL CORDOBA RIVAS, AND 
MDN LEADER, ALFONSO ROBELO CALLEJAS, CONTINUALLY CALLED FOR RES- 
PONSIBLE, NON-VIOLENT ACTION. FURTHER ACTIVITIES ARE PLANNED FOR 
"THE TWELVE" ON 6 JULY AND IT REMAINS TO BE SEEN WHETHER THE POP- 
ULAR PARTICIPATION ASSOCIATED WITH THEIR RETURN CAN BE MAINTWINED. 

IT APPEARS THE PERIOD OF GREATEST POTENTIAL FOR VIOLENCE ASSOCIATED 
WITH THE EVENT HAS PASSED. 
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
